Is Thought That Bones Were 


Those of Old Indian Who 


Lived Long Ago. 


BERKELEY, April 27.—Excavations 


for a sidewalk in West Berkeley have 
brought to light the skeleton of an In- 
dian that university scientists say may 
be ten thousand years old. It was dug 
out of a shell mound in the back of 
John Everding's property at Second 
and Bristol streets. 
It was lying on its 
right side In a bed of "ashes, and al- 
though under several feet of earth, 
Is in a remarkably good state of pres- 
ervation. 
The skeleton Is doubled up, 
with its knees drawn up to Its chin, 
and seems to be all there except a 
few small bones. •

Everdlng said yesterday that the 
mound was originally an Indian bury- 
ing ground, and that several skele- 
tons had been taken from ft' before. 
A university professor stated that 
the skeleton was probably 10,000 years 
old at least, and that it was very pos- 
sibly of a tribe that antedated the In- 
dians of Drake's time by several 
thousand years, as the general forma- 
tion of the .skull did not conform 
with the skulls of Indians known to 
be of Drake's time.

UP THE JAMESTOWN RIVERA 


Exclusive Day of Recreation and Pleasure 


-Will Reach Washington on 


Sunday Morning. 


NORFOLK, Va., April 27.—President 


Roosevelt and party, after their stren- 
uous participation in the inaugural in- 
cidents of the Jamestown exposition, 
spent today on a pleasure trip up the 
Jamestown river. 


•Rich in its historic associations, the 


shores lined with landmarks of the co- 
lonial days of the old dominion, the 
James river appealed to the President 
as the field for a day's quiet vacation, 
and he looked forward to the trip as 
one of the noteworthy features of his 
trip. 
The yacht Sylph, on which he 


embarked last evening after his return 
from the dinner given in his honor by 
the president of the exposition, will 
carry the party up the James river. 
The little yacht hnd slipped down the 
bay from Norfolk during the night to 
be in readiness for the early start. 


VIEWING RUilMS. 
The Sylph was headed directly up tho 
river, with Jamestown as its final des- 
tination.

Amending the Constitution by Edict 


Says the Sacramento Union, which is edited with a 
gravity 


becoming to its dignity and with a solemnity befitting its wisdom: 


"Richard Olney is a Democrat. 
The idea of modifying any 


ancient principle to 'make it better fit a new condition is foreign to 
his comprehension and therein is his Democracy as pure as it is 
simple and everlasting.'' 


Like every devotee of the true faith, the Union regards as heresy 


every suggestion made by the protagonist of another cult, still, there 
is the possibility that a Democrat may be right 
on occasions. 


Whether the Constitution should be amended to further curtail the 
powers of the States is a matter for discussion, but it is not amiss 
to suggest that Olney is right in contending that when the organic 
law is to be amended, the amending shall be done as the Constitution 
directs and in obedience to popular mandate. On this point, Olney 
finds himself in agreement with a vast number of stanch Republi- 
:ans. 


There is no warrant for amending the Constitution by edict of 


the President. Secretary Root says the Constitution should not be 
a bar to the American people having their will. It is not a bar to 
the American people having their will, and Secretary Root knows 
it. He has used the word people to designate a certain hasty, im- 
pulsive, arbitrary gentleman, who believes that it would-be a good 
thing to do things that the Constitution forbids his doing. There- 
fore he is angry at the Constitution, and his Secretary of State de- 
clares it is preventing the people from having their way. Mr. Olney 
contends that the Constitution should not be amended by fiat, ukase, 
rescript, proclamation or military order. tHe is right. If the Con- 
stitution can be altered by order of the President it is about as valu- 
able as a canceled postage stamp. 
To use a figure of Sir John 


Falstaffs, there is no more virtue in it than there is in a stewed 
prune. 


It is possible that the Constitution should be amended in accord- 


ance with the President's desires, and that it would be wise to do the 
things he -wants to see done; but to allow the President to amend the 
organic law whenever the whim seizes him is to lay the country 
under the heel of unrestricted despotism. It would make the Presi- 
dent as absolute a ruler as the Czar of Russia or the 
Sultan of 


Turkey. The Constitution says the term of a President shall be four 
years. If the President may amend the Constitution 
at pleasure, 


what is to hinder him saying the term shall be for life, or that he 
may name his successor without appealingjto the electorate?

Some Glimpses of American History 


The opening of the Jamestown Exposition furnishes a wide fielc 


'for retrospection, and an interesting viewpoint from which to sur- 
vey the progress of mankind since Columbus revealed to the Old 
World the existence of the American continent. It brings under re- 
view the procession of memorable events which led up to the settle- 
ment of this continent by the European race, the casting loose of the 
colonies of all allegiance to monarchial 
institutions and 
foreign 


governments, and the establishment of the republican form of 
government from one extremity to the other. It is true that Canada 
still gives nominal allegiance to Great Britain, and that a few islands 
and two patches of the mainland in Central and South America are 
held as possessions of European powers; but the fact remains that 
the western continent is dominated by republican sentiment and 
ruled by democracies. 
So that the discovery of Columbus marks 


political changes as radical and momentous as it did in geography 
and industrial conditions. 


It is three hundred years since the first 
permanent English 


settlement was founded in Virginia. Not till thirteen years later was 
the Mayflower to drop her anchor at Plymouth Rock, with the scanty 
crew of austere Pilgrims who founded the Puritan society in New 
England that has played such a large and potent part in forming our 
civilization and shaping our political destinies. Since the landing of 
Smith and his company at Jamestown the world has undergone 
wondrous changes, and the English-speaking 
race has played a 


mighty part on these shores. The story pf what has followed since 
the settlement at Jamestown is a blend of romance and history, a 
narrative more thrilling than the fabled stories of ancient Greece. 


But one hundred and fifteen years before Jamestown was set- 


tled, the Genoese navigator, Columbus, had made the first authentic 
voyage across the Atlantic. Six years later, and eleven months be- 
fore Columbus discovered the mainland of the western continent, 
John Cabot, a Genoese who had settled in Venice and afterward 
taken service with England, sighted the coast of North America and 
hoisted on the bleak shores of Labrador the English flag and claimed 
possession in the name of the English king. Upon this voyage of 
John Cabot, sailing with a Cornish crew out of Bristol, arose the 
title of Great Britain to the better part of North America. Jacques 
Cartier's voyage, which resulted in the discovery of the St. Lawrence, 
was later, and brought on the clash between England and France 
for mastery on these shores that lasted till Montcalm fell at Quebec, 
and New France passed under the British flag. 


More than eighty years before Captain Smith landed in Virginia, 


Cortez had completed the conquest of Mexico, and eight}-six years 
previous the stout Portuguese Magellan, flying the banner of old 
Spain, had passed through the strait bearing his name and entered 
the Pacific. Spanish civilization had planted i itself 
firmly, 
built 


cities, churches, theaters and vice-royal residences in Mexico, Cen- 
tral and South America nearly a century before the English settled 
North 
America. 
The 
Indian empires ' and 
their idoltaries 


had been overthrown and the cross of St. Peter's church and the 
rule of the Spanish king established generations before the English 
came to plant the feeble settlements that were ultimately to grow 
into the empire which today dominates the policy and commerce of 
the western hemisphere.
